The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims: 
Claims 25-33 were canceled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: * 
None of the prior art, either alone or in combination, teaches or suggests 

an infant support for an incubator or a warmer or a combination thereof, as 
claimed, the support comprising first and second drive plate mechanisms, each 
drive plate mechanism being coupled to a driver, the first drive plate mechanism 
being configured to move a first elevator to the raised position when the driver is 
moved in a first direction, and the second drive plate mechanism being 
configured to move a second elevator to the raised position when the driver is 
moved in a second direction. 

None of the prior art, either alone or in combination, teaches or suggests 
an infant support for an incubator or a warmer or a combination thereof, as 
claimed, the support comprising a first and second drive plate mechanism each 
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comprise a drive plate having an outwardly extending member and a driven plate 
having a corresponding outwardly extending member.
